Report on the Marriage Conference 

What have you done for your marriage today? You may recall that a couple of 
months ago Father Mark announced that it was on his heart to focus not only 
on preparing couples for marriage at OLBH, but also to enrich and support 
marriage itself in our parish; whether they are newlyweds, married for 60 years 
or somewhere in-between. 

We may assume that we've prepared an engaged couple for the Sacrament of 
Marriage through premarital counseling and an Engaged Encounter weekend. 
We may think that they're now a "finished product" once they are married. But 
those of us who are married know how far we are from being "finished" no 
matter where we are on our journey. 

As we live out this vocation of marriage, how many of us realize that when we 
exchanged our wedding vows we were actually entering a Covenant - an 
exchange of persons? And that we as husband and wife mirror the love of the 
Trinity? We are one of the most profound signs of God's love for the world. 
People see God in a couple in love even if they don't recognize Him. What an 
awesome privilege and responsibility! 

So we accepted Fr. Marks invitation to attend the June conference in St. Paul, 
MN entitled "Becoming a Marriage-Building Church" sponsored by the National 
Association of Catholic Family Life Ministers. 

What we discovered at the conference is that there are many couples having fun 
in their parishes while enhancing their marriages. These parishes work with 
programs from "Date Nights" to those which foster praying together as a couple. 
No matter which direction we take, we believe that growing together as a couple, 
fellowship with others of like-mind and having a lot of fun is vital. Providing 
childcare would make this possible for couples with young children. 

A wise friend once said, "Marriage is hard!" We at times would wholeheartedly 
agree with that statement! We came back from this conference with an 
eagerness to bring these ideas to Our Lady of the Black Hills in order to enrich 
and transform our marriages. Wouldn't it be wonderful to have this opportunity 
for our parish couples to come together and discover the joy God has planned 
for our marriages? We do. So, as a theme of the conference expressed, "what 
have you done for your marriage today?"
